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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Withdrawn claim 4 has been reinstated. 

2. The limitation of the hardening agent to an acid anhydride overcomes the 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, rejection. 

3. The claimed phosphonium compound of formula (I) wherein the group of formula 
(II) when m is 1 , is confined to any one of R 1 to R 4 and any one of R 5 to R 7 combined to 
form an alkylene group structured as a heterocyclic ring with two phosphorus atoms 
precludes the p-(xylenebis(triphenylphosphonium tetraphenyl borate) in the closest prior 
art of Ogata et al. Patent No. 3,637,572. The -CH 2 -phenyl-CH 2 -P + (phenyl)3 moiety 
conforms to general formula (II) when m is 1 without forming a heterocyclic ring with two 
phosphorus atoms as newly claimed in the amendment filed May 19, 2006. 

4. Phosphonium compounds (a) and (b) of claim 2 require m to be zero, thereby 
precluding the phosphonium compound of Ogata et al. wherein m is 1. Phosphonium 
compound (c) (formerly phosphonium compound (d)) of claim 2 defines R 5 of formula 
(II) constituting R 2 of formula (I) to be combined with R 1 of formula (I) to form a Ci- 8 
alkylene group, thereby excluding the phenyl group of the phosphonium compound of 
Ogata et al. The phosphonium compound of Ogata et al. is embraced by former 
phosphonium compound (c) which has been deleted.
